The following interesting figures are 
furnished by the American Jewish Year 
Book, issued by the Jewish Publication 
Society of Philadelphia: 
The Jewish population 
States is given as 1,777,185, which 
shows that only two countries have a 
greater Jewish population, viz., Russia. 
with 5,215,805, and Austria-Hungary, 
with 2,076,378. The immigration 
through the ports of New York, Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore for the year end- 
ed June 30, 1907, was 134,113, of which 
number 117,468 landed in New York. 
The Jewish population of the United 
States is larger by 53! than the com- 
bined Jewish population of the British 
empire, Germany, France, Italy, Moroc- 
co, Turkey, Spain, China, Netherlands, 
Denmark, Norway, Peru,. and Crete. 
The British empire has only 361,639 
Jews, of whom 17,403 are in Australia, 
18,228 in India, 48,820 in South Afri- 
ca, and 40,000 in Canada and British 
Columbia. There are 463,686 Jews in 
Turkey, 30,578 in Egypt and 49,500 in 
Persia. In these three countries there 
are about 100,000 less than there cre

convenience, and they sent out letters, in- 
closing post cards, to 500 of their patrons 
asking whether they consider it desirable that 
the rule should be retained or not, 

Directors’ View. 

The directors state in their circular letter 
} that customers not in evening dress, on being 
informed of the rule, have been content to 
dine oF sup in the Parisian cafe, a beautiful 
room adjoining the entrance hall, where all 
dishes and wines served in the restaurant can 
be obtained, and where evening dress is not 
indispensable. They also declare that it would 
be impossible to prevent diners in tourist 
costume from mixing with those in evening 
dress if onee their rule was relaxed, and this 
undoubtedly -would greatly interfere with the 
harmony and brilliancy of the scene. 

The general opinion of fashionable restau- 
rant and hotel proprietors is that the Savoy 
‘‘ballot’’. will result in an overwhelming ma- 
jority in favor of evening dress. 

Persons in tourist dress are well provided 
for in all the fashionable hotels in London. 
Almost everywhere there are either grill 
rooms or semi-private rooms for those who 
wish to dine in morning dress, so that there 
appears to be little excuse for the ‘“‘eccen- 
trics,’’ 

At the Carlton hotel, for instance, there is 
an excellent grill-room where visitors oP non- 
residents can obtain all the luxuries dispensed 
in the maim restaurant. Here, as in other 
hotels, the rule of evening dress in the main 
restaurant is not enforced because it is re- 
garded as an “unwritten law.’’

We find that peopic 
who have just arrived in traveling dress, or 
those who have no time to dress, always beg 
us to put them in this room, where they 
cannot be seen. Continental ladies, who 
appear in hats at dinner, soon Jearn that it Is 
ont the custom in London.

Manila, Nover’ x 9.—The departure 
of Secretary of War Taft from this city 
on the crulser Rainbow for Vladivostok 
today was attended by a remarkable 
demonstration on the part of the Fili- 
pinos. The. horses were withdrawn 
from the carriage in which were seat- 
ed Mr, and Mrs, Taft, and it was pulled 
by Manila schoolboys from the lu- 
neta to the dock through cheering 
crowds of citizens, 7 

Mr. Taft started from the residence 
of Governor General Smith at 8 o'clock 
this morning. He reviewed the long 
military, civic and school parade on 
the luneta at 9, making a brief ad- 
dress in which he thanked the people 
for their reception, praised the course 
of the assembly and expressed his con- 
fidence in the future of the island. 

‘Taft and Party Embark, 

Mr. Taft and party embarked at 
11:30 and sailed at 11:50 ,the launch on 
which they were being escorted down 
the bay by a fliotilla of harbor launches 
with military and civic officials on 
board to the Rainbow where they said 
their last goodbyes. Mr. Taft and 
party expect to arrive at Viadivostok 
on November 18, and to leave there on 
their trans-Siberian journey on Novem- 
ber 19. All the party were in the 
best of health. 

In an interview with a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press before 
his departure Mr. Taft said: 

“I feel deeply grateful for the re- 
ception and entertainment given me by 
the people of the Philippines, It far ex- 
ceeds in its warmth and spontaniety 
anything [ expected, and I cannot 
sufficiently express my gratitude and 
satisfaction. 

“The condition of affairs of the Phil- 
ippine government is most satisfactory 
and, taken throughout, the progress 
made during the past two years is 
remarkable. 

He Has Confidence. 

“From the first I had full confidence 
inthe legislative assembly, a confti- 
dence which has been justified by its 
actions. So far it has taken @ con- 
servative form, and I have no doubt 
it will continue its useful, patriotic 
and dil'gent course, I have yet to see 
or hear, a single member who does not 
apparently feel a full sense of tne re- 
sponsibility of his duties towards his 
constituents and country, and I am 
sure that conservatism, rather than 
radicalism, will continue to mark the 
official conduct of this body. 

“TI leave the Philippines with renew- 
ed confidence in the future of the is- 
lands. What I have seen and heard 
on this trip has confirmed my opinions

The 
first was begun six years ago, the sec- 
ond is in its second year.

They are now maintained by the 
with the club’s‘assistance. Miss Marion 
Carlton and Miss Virginia Bryan are 
our two teachers, each being elected 
by the Woman's Club. The two kKinder- 
gartens are in our two factory districts, 
one in Past and one in West Athens. 
There are no other kindergartens in 
our public schools. The Woman's Club 
furnishes daily lunches to the East 
Athens school and treats to the West 
Athens school when asked for by the 
teachers, possibly once in two weeks.”’ 

We certainly congratulate, these 
women upon thefr success 1aving 
these two schools adopted a part 
of their school system. We have hoped) 
for many years that Atlanta would 
take the lead in this forward move- 
ment, but the board of education has 
not yet seen fit to do so,

The report of Miss Edwina Wood, 
supervisor of kindergartens in Colum- 
bus, shows this to be the banner city 
of the state in educational matters. 
She says: “There are two schools, sup- 
ported half by the Free Kindergarten 
Ass(Aation and half by the city, with 
125 < sildren enrolled. In 1904 the pub- 
Iie school system adopted the kinder- 
gartens in their first grades. There are 
seven of these schools, with seats for 
280. The Eagle and Phenix Mills have 
built two beautiful schools, which are 
Splendidly equipped. They employ five 
teachers and have 100 pupils enrolled. 
These schools are uwder the personal 
supervision of Mr. Gunby Jordan, and 
are the result of his enthusiastic be- 
lief in this system. To him is also 
largely due the tntroduction of this 
evstem into the public schools, a splen- 
aid record which, makes us long for 
other men of kindred mind to pnecome 
interested in the same subject. A third 
kindergarten !s supported by two knit- 
ting mills, the Perkins Hostery and the 
Topsy Hosiery Company.

BOB COONEY IN HIS AUTO 
TURNS TRICK ON POLICE 


Robert L. Cooney, the well kn<dwn in- 
surance man, turned a trick on the police 
a few days ago and when the affair was 
investigated in the recorder’s court yes- 
terday morning he won out and made 
the police take a back seat, so:to speak, 

Patrolmen have’ been stationed at the 
Pryor street railroad crossing, where the 
underground pass is being constructed, 
with instructions not to let any vehicle 
pass going south. On account of the 
work of construction half of the cross- 
ing has been blocked, and as that half is 
the west side, only vehicles going north 
or passing to the right have been per- 
mitted to pass. 

Patrolman Harper first encountered

tomobile, and Officer Harper explained 
to him what the rule was, and requested 
him to either cross at Central avenue or 
over the Whitehall viaduct.

He repassed 
later, going north, and stopped and talk- 


ied with the officer, who onte more ex- 


plained the situation. 

‘; thought after that,” stated Offi- 
eer Harper to the recorder yesterday 
morning, “that Mr. Cooney woulg give 
us no more trouble. He was the only 
person ‘who refused to obey us about 
the crossing.”’ 

Officer Palmer testified that while he 
was at the Pryor street crossing, after 
Officer Harper had explained matters, 
Mr. Cooney came along with his auto 
and again refused to stop. 

“The gentleman just kept right along, 
alhtough I held wp my club for him to 


stop,’’ stated Officer Palmer. “When he 
returned he stopped and told me he did 
not wish to show any disrespect to me 
as an officer, but there was no law to 
keep him from going over the crossing. 
I then made a case against him and gave 
him a copy of charges.” 

Mr. Cooney, who had with him Attor- 
ney Shepard Bryam, admitted what the 
officers testified. He said he had no dis- 
position to defy the police authorities, 
but he did not like being held up with 
a club and forced to ride around several 
blocks at a loss of time when there was 
no law and no necessity for It 

“Vehicles were moving over the crose- 
ing,” stated Mr. Cooney, “and there was 
plenty of room for my auto to go south, 
and 1 did so.’’ 

Recorder Broyles said there was no 
ordinance which Mr. Cooney had vyvio- 
lated and he dismisseg the case. 

*“‘Now,” said Mn Cooney, “I wish to 
ask the court a question. What redress 
can I get. for being made to lose time 
and to pay out a lawyer’s fee by the 
police who have acted without any legal 
authority? Once before I was forse 
come to the police barracks and lose 
time pecause a policeman insisted that 
I must place aluminum numberg on the 
back of my auto. I knew the thing Was 
riticulous, but still I had to call on the 
chief of police,’”’ 

The recorder told him that he could 
not proceed against the police. 

“When I suppose I have had my fun 
for my trouble,”’ said Mr. Cooney. 

“Yes, I suppose so,” replied the re- 
corder. 

Mr. Cooney will continue to ride in his 
auto over the Pryor gtreet crossing if he 
wishes to do so.

London, November 9.—Across the flat, 
level fen land of South Lincolnshire, 
the land of distances, the traveler may 
see, miles away from the old-world 
place of Croyland, the massive old 
tower of the abbey looming up and 
dominating the whole etretch of coun- 
try. 

Long years ago this district was one 
huge morass of swamps and dank veg- 
etation; inhabited by countless hosts of 
wild fowl of all sorts; and also, if 
legendary tales are to be believed, the 
|} abode of evil spirits and imps. In win- 
ter the face of the country would have 
the appearance of a wide inland sea, 
with islands. or small crests of land 
dotted about at wide intervals. 


Famous Throughout England. 


Yet the fame of tnis weird part 
England was spread far.and wide, for 
away in these dark, mysterious fens 
stood the noble house of God dedicated 
to the memory of the good St. Guthlac. 

Croyland abbey—courteous Croyland as 
it was called—was well known through- 
out the length and breadth of the 
kingdom, for there refugees in those 
stormy times could find perfect security, 
travelers lavish hospitality, studente 
learning, and everybody devotion and 
piety. 

What a wonderful history fs attached 
co SE. A young nobleman, named 
juthlac, renouncing the pleasures. of 
the world, goes uown in a roughly con- 
structed fishing bogt—now threading his 
way through winding passages of rush- 
es and reeds. and now gliding peace- 
fully through clear, deep waters, at 
length lands on the island of Croyland, 
on St. Bartholomew’s day, August 24, 
699. 

Guthlac’s saintly life and fame as a 
worker of miracles attracted the atten- 
tion» of the outside world. Visitors 
came.and went, and among others the 
illustrious Ethelbald, heir-presusnptive 
to the English throne,. and afterwards 
king, through whose munificence' the 
first abbey was erected. 

This was burnt down.-by the Danes 
in 870, the abbot slain on the altar 
Steps; rebullt in 947, burnt down again, 
restored; and yet again destroyed by 
fire in 1143, 

Here at Croyland abbey that splendid 
Specimen of English manhood, Here- 
ward the Wake, took refuge .n perilous 
times, causing the good monks much 
trepidation by his daring and high 
Spirits; and here at last in the abbey 
church Hereward loved so well his | 
bones were laid to rest by the siue of 
his. beloved wife. 

Krom Croyland the great University 
of Cambridge took its rise, Abbot Joffrid 
sending monks to start a school of 
learning in that place.

How Did It Happent 

But that is exactly what it’s mighty 
hard to tell. The ball seemed to fly so 
fast from somewhere to nowhere and 
back again that the eye could scarcely 
follow it. A wink of the eyelld would 
have missed the whole play. Coach Le- 
Vine and myself were together on the 
opposite side of the field and we both 
frankly admit we did not see exactly 
what happened to the ball on !ts flight 
through space. And Referee Patterson 
and Umpire Blake say the same thing; 
hence the difficulty. Manager Gant of 
Tennessee says the ball. struck (was 
blocked by) a Tech man out fn the play- 
ing field—that is, in front of Tennes- 
see's goal line. Hundreds says a Tech 
man touched it, an@ hundreds say it 
never touched anything. But the real 
point—since neither the referée nor the 
umpire know what happened to ft—is 
what the linesman says he saw. 

Now, the head linesman was Frank 
FTeming, an alumnus of the University 
of Georgia, a man well up on football, 
with a pair of eyes well up in the air, 
same being located over six feet above 
terra firma. “is job was on that side of 
the field where the play transpired and 
he stood within thirty feet of Mr. Leach 
of Tennessee. Now this is how the head 
linesman’s statement reads: 

Head Linesman’s Statement. 

“To protect his kick, Leach of Ten- 
nessee went hack on the hill behind his 
goal line. He fumbled the ball in at- 
tempting to receive it and finally recov- 
ered in time to kick the ball with the 
side of his foot. A Tech player came 
through the line holding up both hands 
| in the effort to block the kick. The hal! 
|; Struck his hands and bounded to one

I saw it the entire play transpired be- 
hind the goal line.’ Signed, Frank 
Fleming, Head Linesman. 

Without attempting to forecast the 
decision of the national] rules commit- 
tee, to whom I understand the matter 
has been submitted. I must still hold, 
as I did at the time, that the play 
was a touchdown for Tech, and not a 
safety. 

l understand the Tennessee claim of 
safety is based upon Rule VI, Sec. 9 
(c) third paragraph (bottom of Pp. 147) 
which reads: “A safety is made when 
the ball, kicked by a man behind his 
goal line, crosses the extended por- 
tion of either side line.” 

[ have now to point out that this 
was not the case of a kicked ball going 
across the side line extended, but a 
i blocked ball—and the rule doesn’t {n- 
| clude a blocked ball by a jugfull. True, 
the ball might have gone out of bounds 
| if a Tech man had never touched it, but 
| we don’t know that; we only know 
| that the ball went of after it was 
| touched, thereftre the proximate cause 
of its going out was the fact that it 
|} was struck by a Tech player. There- 
‘fore it was a touchdown. Neither 
does it make any difference where it 
was blocked; the only question being 
| where was it fallen oh—in front of the 
'goal line or back of it?

KILLING OF J. M. SLOOP 


DESCRIBED BY MITCHELL 


In Fulton County Tower, Prisoner Says Repeated Insults 
Rankled In His Mind—Mrs. Mitchell Has 
Arrived In Atlanta.

Robert N. Mitchell, the musician who 
was brought te Atlanta Friday night 
after he had shot and instantly killed 
Joseph M. Sloop, a cigar maker, in 
front of the Central hotel in Rome, it 
being feared that violence ‘would be 
attempted by friends of the murdered 
is still occupying a cell in the 
Tower. He is confident that he will be 
acquitted when he finally comes to 
trial, as he- firmly believes he was jus- 
tifiable in shooting Sloop. When asked 
to give an account of his difficulty 
with the man he shot, which resulted 
in the four shots fired Friday. night, 
he gave out the following statement: 

“Though I pad known Sloop by sight 
for several months, I had never spoken 
to him until yesterday morning. The 
first intimation of trouble came about 
a week ago when Mr. Berry, the pro- 
prietor of the hotel, came to me and 
said that there had been some com- 
plaint that the men rooming on the 
third floor had been accustomed to use 
Now, this 
is the only bath on the floor and 
through the summer both men and 
women have been accustomed to use 
it. After my talk with Mr. Berry I 
ceased to use this bath and have never 
used it since. Yesterday morning I 
got up rather late. My wife had al- 
ready gone into the dining room, 50 I 
dressed hurriedly and started to join 
ner. . 

“When I reached the ground floor I 
was met by Sloop. He accused me of 
using the ladies’ toilet and said that I 
had been in it a few minutes before 
when his wife had tried to enter. I 
told him that there was no cause for 
trouble, as I had just gotten up and 
had come down direct from my room. 
Much enraged, he called me a Har, 
coupling it with the vilest epithet one 
man can apply to another. The insult 
was almost more than I could bear, be- 
cause where I was reared, in Ken- 
tucky, men are killed for much less. 

“Remembering my wife and children, 
I wished to avold trouble, and 80 I 
told him that I could prove the truth 
of my statement by my wife if he 
would come into the dining room with 
me. He refused and again applying 
the epithet said that my wife was no

“T turned and walked into the office

room.where I ate a few bites and then 
went down town to attend to certain 
duties. As I was returning about noon 
I passed the cigar factory 
Sloop was employed.

Broodiuag Over Insult. 


“The insult had been working on my 
mind all day and I could do nothing 
but brood on it. After dinner I asked 
a friend for the use of his pistol. Be- 
fore this time I had never owned ‘or 
carried a pistol in my llfe. I returned 
to the hotel at supper time, but again 
ate nothing. 

‘I did not see Sloop until I was on the 
point of leaving the hotel for band prac- 
tice about 7:30 o’clock. Just as =! 
stepped out of the door I met an ac- 
quaintance whom I had not seen for 
6ome time. As J was in conversation 
with him, Sloop approached. Standing 
with his face near mine, he again ap-

Drawing the pistol, I exclaimed, ‘You 
take that back or I will kill you.’ For 
a moment he made no reply.

The new composition called galalith is sald 
to possess the characteristics of vulcanized 
india rubber and celluloid, excepting that it 
ig odorless and not inflammable. The article 
is manufactured from skimmed milk freed 
from water, undergoes a process of vulcani- 
zation, after which the plastic material is 
placed under heavy pressure for the purpose 
of securing desired forms. From sixty quarts 
of skimmed milk about eighteen ounces of 
galalith are produced.

Criticism of Georgia’s Return. 


(From The Washington Post.) 

Some comment ig likely to be caused 
by the action of the navy department in 
ordering the Georgia to return to the 
range and resume her target practice as 
soon as the victims of the accident had 
been removed from the ship at the Bos- 
ton navy yard. The explanation is 
found in the fact that there is extreme 
danger of a general demoralization of the 
crew of the ship if permitted to brood 
over it before undertaking again to 
handle the big guns. The almost inevi- 
table result is ‘the loss of “nerve,” such 
as acrobats suffer when they have sus- 
tained a fall, the only means of avoiding 
which is to immediately renew the at- 
tempt to accomplish a particular feat 
of strength or agility which led. to the 
accident. So in the case of the Georgia. 
it was felt to be absolutely necessary to 
get the men again into the turrets and 
at their work of handling the big guns, 
treating this disaster as just such an jn- 
cident as might occur in the heat of 
action with a foe. 

The bodies of the dead will be sent 
home for burial at government expense. 
where this ig requested by their relatives 
or friends. In case the bodies are not 
claimed they will be interred in the na- 
val cemetery at Boston.

Supply of Cotton 15,000,000 

The supply cotton for the year 
ending August 31. 1907, accoming to 
the census bulletin, was 15,025.720 bales 
of 500 pounds To this number 
the cotton crop 1906 contributed 
12,897,714 bales, and that of !907 con- 
tributed 200.278 bales: stocks held on 
September !, 1906, amounted to 1,349, - 
130 bales, and the imports of foretzn 
cotton to 202,733 bales. 

Of this supply 4.984.936 bales 
consumed by manufacturers, 22,952 
Were burned, and 8.503.265 were éx- 
ported, leaving !,514,.567 bales in stack 
at end of the year. Manufacturers 
in the cotton growing states consumed 
2,410,993 bales, which was slightly less 
than the amount consumed by the man- 
ufacturers in all the other states, 2.- 
573,943 bales. 

Mexican Cotton Exported From 
tnited States. 

The figures given above for the im- 
ports of cotton represent only the net 
imports. The total importations during 
the year was 228,793 bales of 500 pounds 
each, but of this amount 26,060 bales 
Were reexported. In this connection 
it is proper to state that a large part 
of the foreign cotton reexported this 
year is of Mexican growth and in real- 
ity only passed through American 
ports in transit to Europe. Practically 
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each. 
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Roper, expert special agent. } 
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all the foreign cotton imported for use 
in this country was of Egvptian or Pe- 
ruvian growth, which is used in the 
manufacture of thread and of ‘knit 
goods and as a substitute for wool in 
the manufacture of woolen goods. 
The manufacturers in the cotton 
srowing states rely almost exclusively 
for their supply upon domestic upland 
cotton. Of their total consumption 
only about 2,000,000 pounds, or less than 
2 per cent, was sea island cotton, and 
Only 4,332,593 pounds, or about 4 per 
cent, was foreign. In the other States 
only 1.6 per cent of the cotton cone 
Sumed was sea island, but 5 per cent 
was foreign. 
Katablishments Using Cotton. 


Of the total number of bales con- 
sumed by manufacturers, 4,751,748 were 
used in mills reporting cotton spindles, 
40,538 in woolen mills not reporting 
cotton gpindles, 23,849 in knitting es- 
tablishments not reporting cotton spin- 
dles, 96,155 in bedding and mattress 
inanufacturing establishments, and 72.- 
646 in other establishments. When 
the amount of cotton consumed in 
mills reporting cotton spindles is di- 
vided by tife number of spindles in 
those mills, the consumption per spin- 
dle is found to be 90 pounds. This re- 
sult, however, can not. be accepted as 
répresenting ¢he real capacity of the 
cotton spindies of the United Siates, 
as in some cases all or a portion of the 
spindles are operated only a part of the 
year, while in other instances they 
are operated day and night. 

Exports. 


The exports of domestic cotton from 
the United States during -the year 
ending August 3!, 1907, amounted to 
9,036,434 bales of 500 pounds each. Of 
this amount 3,966,119, or 44 per cent, 
went to the United Kingdom; 2.315.651, 
or 26 per cent, to Germany, and 1,006.- 
633, or I! per cent, to France. During 
the twenty-six years from 1880 to 1906 
the exports to the United Kingdom in- 
creased 45 per cent; those to Germany 
nearly 400 per cent, and thoge to, 


France 82 per cent: The exports to 
Italy increased from 75,145 bales in 
1880 to 567,916 bales in 1906, or nearly 
Sevenfold, Exports to Japan are note- 
worthy because of the remarkable va- 
riations in the quantities for the @if- 


| ferent years, as well as for the growth 
'in these 


exports since 1890, which is 
the first year for which they are pre-e 
sented in the report. In 1906 
amounted to 262,283 bales, 
1904 they were 336,575 bales. The exe 
ports. to Russla decreased, a fact 
which may be partially explained by 
the increased production of cotton in 
Russian territory, by the importation 
of Persian cotton, and by the recent 
unsettled conditions in that country. 

Exports of sea island cotton formed 
about one-third of the 57,550 bales ree 
ported by the ginners as produced In 
1906. In 1905 about 36 per cent of 
the sea island crop was exported. The

Independent Warehouses Have 26 
Per Cent of Stocks. 

Of the 1,514,567 bales of cotton. res 
maining in the United States on-Aug- 
ust 3! last, 1,016,738 bales, or 67 per'! 
cent, were in the actual possession of 
manufacturers; 388,919 bales, or 26 per 
cent, in independent warehouses and 
compresses; 54,596 in the possession of 
transportation companies; 40,088 in the 
possession of merchants, buyers, gin- 
ners, and cotton-seed oll mills, and 14,- 
226 bales in the actual possession of. 
producers, 

The relatively large quantity of cotton 
in warehouses is an {Indication of a 
gratifying tendency toward greater care 
in handiing this staple, In the past, 
large quantities of cotton have been

Owner Controls Speed, 

At last the owner of a car may be 
superior to his chauffeur. He may not 
be at the steering wheel and yet may 
control the speed of the automobile. 
He can sit. comfortably in a tonneau 
or in the rear seat of a limousine and 
yet regulate the rufining ‘of .the.ma, 
chine. Like the_captafm of a-snip,, he 
may actually govern, and » the chauf+ 
fetr will be . nothing’. more than the 
pilot.’ This ‘revolution is’ brougtt* about 
by’ & contrivande perfected by Joseph 
W. Jones,-of New York, City, says The 
New York Herald. te 

By the use of this device any one in 
the tonneau or on the rear seat of a 
ear is enabled to have positive control 
of the car's speed. He 
through the simple 
electrical switch having five or more 
points of contact representing circuits. 

If the owner desires his car not to 


exceed the ten-mile limit he throws 
his switch to the ten-mile contact. 
When the speed indicator shows the 
ten-mile speed the spark is immedi- 
ately cut off, and it is Impossible for 
the car to reach a higner speed. The 
effect will be the same when the con- 
troller..is set at fifteen, twenty, twen- 
ty-five-or thirty miles. 

Drivers with insene desires. to 
“scorch”. or..“hit it up” at .‘sixty-per’’ 
through crowded thoroughfares will 
not wnécessarily be benefited by the 
new invention, but this class is in the 
minority, and the chances are that the 
device will win favor with the law 
abiding classes. Not only may the 
owner regulate the speed while he is 
in the car, but he may set and lock 
the controlling device at any speed he 
desires when he leaves the car to the 
merey of the chauffeur. A governor 
set at ten miles will be a positive dis- 
courager of “joy riding” by chauffeurs. 

The automatic speed control govern- 
or not only will be inpaluable to the 
owner, but it is calculmtted to be of 
benefit to the driver as well. If ‘the 
latter is alone and wishes to relieve 


himself of the anxiety of watching #the|

pose of keeping within the legal rate, 
before starting he can set the switch 
at fifteen miles or twenty miles and 
feel comfortable in the knowledge that 
there need be no fear of arrest.
